In  the  Infectious  diseases  section,  xMcasles  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  notifi¬ 
cations  and  though  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Whooping  C'ough  in  the  Urban  District  it  is 
heartening  to  note  that  quite  a  lot  of  the  children  who  contracted  the  disease  had  been 
immunised,  and  therefore  only  developed  a  mild  form  of  whoop. 

'I'he  “Meals  on  W’heels”  continued  to  do  its  good  work  in  serving  the  old  people  of  the 
District  under  the  able  guidance  of  the  W.V.S. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  I  am  again  obliged  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times. 
To  Mr.  W’.  C.  Ranson,  whose  report  follows  mine,  I  owe  an  especial  debt  for  his  unstinted 
help  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  of  the  District. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  two  clerical  officers,  Mr.  R.  K.  Nuttall  and  Miss  D.  E.  Fox, 
who  working  in  the  Area  Health  Office,  have  contributed  to  the  smooth  conduct  of  affairs.

The  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District 


1.  Laboratory  Facilities 

This  work  is  now  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Middlesbrough,  only  the 
biological  test  for  tuberculous  milk  being  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northallerton. 


2.  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 

With  certain  exceptions  the  Guisborough  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  supeiA'ising  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services  provided  under  this  Act. 
The  Committee  met  every  two  months.  It  is  composed  of  members  of  the  County  Council, 
of  the  three  District  Councils  of  Guisborough,  Skelton  and  Brotton,  and  Loftus,  and  of 
certain  co-opted  members.  Among  the  services  administered  are  the  following: — 
Domestic  Help  Service  Home  Nursing 

Prevention  of  illness :  Care  and  After  Care  Health  Visiting 
Ambulance  Service  Midwifery 

Vaccination  and  Immunization  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out  in  the  year 
ending  31  si  December,  1964. 

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  fitU'-tour  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  supply  points 
in  the  district  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  only  four  showed  a  quality  of  water 
which  was  below  standard.  'I'he  extensions  of  the  services  of  the  Statutory  W'ater  Under¬ 
takers  to  serve  Liverton  Mines  and  Liverton  Village  were  completed  during  the  year,  thus 
eliminating  the  complaints  of  previous  years  of  a  deficiency  in  the  quantity  of  water  in  these 
areas,  and  also  improving  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  supplies  to  these  areas.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1956 

During  the  year  268  \  isits  were  made  to  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  was  very  good.  In  only  9  cases  were 
infringements  of  the  regulations  found,  of  these  8  were  remedied  by  informal  action  and 
in  the  case  of  the  ninth  infringement  the  owners  agreed  to  close  the  premises  until  structural 
improvements  had  been  carried  out. 

Licensed  Premises 

There  are  1 8  licensed  premises  in  the  area.  Thirty-nine  inspections  have  been  made 
to  these. 

Fish  Frying. 

There  are  seven  fish  frying  premises  in  the  district.  These  were  inspected  on  21 
occasions. 

Bakehouses 

There  are  four  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district.  Si.xteen  inspections  of  these  were 
carried  out. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  butchers  concerned,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  the 
100%  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  within  the  district  at  the  two  private  slaughter¬ 
houses,  and  for  this  purpt^se  360  visits  have  been  made,  ddiis  has  entailed  a  certain  amount 
of  overtime  being  worked,  especially  at  week-ends,  but  the  nna  system  operated  by  your 
inspectors  has  again  proved  satisfactory.  During  the  year  1094  lbs.  of  meat  and  ofi'al  were 
condemned  as  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  the  whole  of 
this  amount  was  surrendered  voluntarily.

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

C.onvcrsion  ot  pail  closets  and  prix'ics  to  the  water  carriage  system  has  continued  at 
a  satisiactory  rate.  During  the  year  there  were  12  conversions  bringing  the  total  number 
ol  houses  with  the  water  carriage  system  to  2687  and  reducing  the  number  of'  houses 
without  to  69. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  from  the  whole 
of  the  district,  except  for  isolated  dwellings.  This  has  necessitated  the  use  of  additional 
transport  and  men  to  augment  the  regular  collection  team  for  time  lost  during  public 
holidays,  and  during  the  period  when  the  refuse  freighter  was  undergoing  repair. 

Controlled  tipping  has  continued  during  the  year  at  the  Deepdale  Shale  site,  using 
the  tractor  digger  lull  time  to  cover  the  refuse  with  shale.  Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced 
during  high  winds  due  to  the  excessive  amounts  of  paper,  cartons,  and  cardboard  included 
in  the  household  refuse.  This  difficulty  would  be  minimized,  and  the  refuse  collection 
service  greatly  assisted,  if  householders  would  burn  as  much  of  this  type  of  refuse  as 
possible. 

Shops  Acts,  1950,  Section  37  and  38 

Idfty-three  visits  were  paid  under  the  above-mentioned  sections.  Unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  found  in  seven  instances  and  were  remedied. 

Movable  Dwellings 

There  are  three  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area.  Sixteen  visits  were  made  during  the 
year,  and  no  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found. 

Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  carried  out  by  discharge  into  the  sea.  During  the  year  under 
review  there  have  been  no  complaints  received  in  connection  with  the  sewer  outfall. 
Strengthening  of  the  base  to  the  marker  beacon  to  the  sewer  outfall  was  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

In  an  effort  to  prevent  further  blockages  caused  by  vandalism  on  the  main  sewer  in 
W'hitecliffe  Beck,  locking  straps  were  fitted  to  the  lids  of  the  manholes.  Blockages  on  the 
smaller  sewers  continue  to  occur,  and  in  most  cases  these  have  been  found  to  be  caused  by 
carelessness  or  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  occupiers  of  properties  served  by  these  sewers. 

It  was  not  possible  to  commence  work  on  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  ser\  e 
Tiverton  Village  as  all  the  necessary  consents  had  not  been  received. 

All  new  drainage  work  continues  to  be  tested,  where  practicable,  by  the  water  test,  but 
during  the  period  of  the  water  shortage,  at  the  request  of  the  Statutory  Water  Undertakers, 
the  smoke  test  was  used.  Advice  on  suitable  drainage  layouts  is  freely  given  when  required, 
and  co-operation  between  local  contractors  and  my  department  in  connection  with  new 
drainage  work  has  been  very  good,  thus  enabling  the  work  to  proceed  smoothly  and 
efficiently. 
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Snow  Clearance 


A  very  considerable  anioum  of  time  and  money  was  spent  on  snow  clearance  during 
the  period  ol' excepiicMtally  severe  weather  over  the  lirst  10  weeks  of  the  year.  Sunken 
roads  in  this  area  considerablv  aggravate  the  pi^sition  at  times  like  these. 

Clean  Air  Act. 

'I'he  Ibllowing  table  shews  the  deposit  in  tons  per  square  mile  in  respect  ol'thc  deposit 
gauge  at  Skinningrove  and  the  concentration  of  smoke  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre 
in  respect  of  the  smoke  filter  at  Loftus.  Readings  at  the  deposit  gauge,  classed  as  an 
industrial  site,  have  been  below  average  for  the  area,  but  the  percentage  of  b'c„C\  is  high 
in  proportion.  'I'he  readings  from  the  smoke  filter  shew  reasonably  satisfactory  results. 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  these  gauges  were  placed  in  positions  where  the  readings 
could  be  taken  as  the  highest  for  the  district,  the  deposit  gauge  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Skinningrove  (las  Works  and  the  Skinningrove  Iron  Co.,  the  smoke  filter  in  the  centre 
of  the  township  where  smoke  from  domestic  tires  is  heaviest. 

'I'hirty-hve  observations  were  made  of  smoke  emissions  from  plant  in  the  area  and 
no  cmissiiins  of  black  or  excessive  smoke  were  noted.
